been »n enjoyable experience. You are not a stranger, driv- 
ing through a strange part of the country; ail along the road 
there are houses where you can stop and be a guest for a 
tew hours—a paying guest, to be sure, but a guest neverthe- 
less, admitted for a short time to the intimacy of the family 
circle. 


All of this, perhaps, isn't especially important. Yet there 


is something democratic and friendly about it that warms 
one's heart. It is reassuring to discover that this far-flung 
Utterly informal "industry" has not found a lot of rules and 
regulations necessary; to learn that traveler and host can 
tajse one another at face value and that it is only very rarely 
that either has cause to regret it. 


The automobile already has done a great deal to break 


down provincialism and misunderstanding. These impromptu 
roadside inns are finishing the job.
